BACK TO THE LAND, - 
Rt. Hon. Walter Runcim n is Doing 
Better In Agriculture. 

The Rt. Hon. Walter Runciman bids 
fair to achie.e . gtvater, meacure of 
success at the-head of th: Bo 
Agriculture in “Great Britain than he 
did when superinterding the educa, 
tion of that country. ere’ can ‘be 
little doubt as toghis ability, but he 
was never happy when cbiet of the 
Board of Education, and in several 
instances he was the victim of circum- 
stances. 

Mr. Runciman is the son of that 
staunch Radical, Sir Walter Runci- 
man, founder of the Moor Line of 
steamers . The Runcimana ate & nau. 
tical family, and both Mr. Runciman’s 
great-grandfathers fought at Trafalgar 
as midshipmen, The family has also 
played no small part in the literary 
world, and it was at the house of bis 
uncle that Mr. Rvnciman, when A 
boy, often used to meet Robert Louis 
Stevenson. According to his account: 
“Btevenson was generosity itself. Of 
course, he was egotistic, out bis very 
Vanity was part of his charm. de 
to stand in the middle of the hearth. 
rug, with his back to ‘he fire, dressed 
always in a velvet jacket and waist- 
coat, and smoke his pipe in silence 
whilst the rest talked. The. he would 
suddenly break in, and for the half- 
heur together weave the most fantas- 
tic but brilliant perversions of the sub. 
ject of discussion, He was a *plendid 
fellow, too. I remember once, when 
I was six years of age, I was stayin 
at Greenwich, and*we had a splendi 
game togeth.:, Louis and I, makin 
boats out of furniture, and having a 


my aunt did not much like the, way 
bo avltnd things ehont to pvinse me. 
After I had gone to b-d I woke -and 
heard the voice of Louis, Stevenson 
downstairs. So up I got, and ran 
down in my nightshirt and’ bare-foot 
to the room where all those féllows 
were smoking and talking.” We 

« As a child, young Walter Runciman 
often went to sea with his father, and 
when his Cambridge days were over be 
entered his father’s:shipping business 
on Tyneside. Then he c-me under 
the influence of Mr, John Morley, who 
at the time was one of the members 
for Newcastle, and: resolved to enter 
public life. He put up for the New- 
castle School Board, and was returned 
along with a Miss Stevenson, a Gir- 
ton girl, who polled more votes than 


hé*did. This election’ had important 


results in more. senses than.one, for 
Miss Stevenson eventually became 
M-s, Runciman. ae 

Mr. Runciman first endeavored to 
enter Parliament by way of Graves- 
end, but was defeated: “At a later per- 
iod when on a yachting tour round 
Norway. he received a telegram asking 
him to stand for Oldham. His oppon- 
ent was Mr. Winston Churchill, whom 
he defeated. Not long afterwards Mr. 
Churchill turned the tables, and Mr. 
Runciman had to. seek a refuge at 
Dewsbury. ‘
